NEGRO BANDIT DEAD 
IN HOLDUP ATTEMPT 


COLUMBUS, July 9.—A negro 


bandit was shot and killed and his 
accomplice was wounded today 
when the driver of a taxicab whom 
they attempted to hold up fired at 
them over his shoulder. 


The dead negro, according to po- 


lice, was Horace Raines, 24, who 
was said to be' wanted by authori- 
ties as a suspect in 30 other taxi- 
cab robberies. 


A trail of blood was

by 


Raines' companion as he escaped 
and he was believe^ to have been 
wounded. 


The negro hailed the cab of Hank 


Wilkms and ordered him to drive 
to the outskirts of the city. There 
one bandit grabbed Wilkms right 
arm and allegedly attempted to 
rob him. With his left hand Wilk- 
ins drew a gun from the pocket of 
the car and fired over his shoulder 
at the negroes. 


Captured with the aid of tear bombs 
after a terrific battle, during which 
one policeman was killed, Gus Long, 
of Washington, D. G., is shown in his 
cell at the capital. Long, believed to 
be mentally deranged, terrorized the 
entire district of South Washington

The Lausanne Conference 
agreement of Europe to cut German's reparations down to 
$750,000^,000 have already drawn warnings against redwctfe* 
of war debts on Capitol Hill. ' 


FULL TEXT

Lausanne agreement and carefully 
studied it, officials assured. This 
government has stated many times 
in recent months that it would 
hear individual debtors' appeals 
for a cut in the war debta after 
Europe had reached an agreement 
on reparations. _No 
"cancel ~5r 'revise 
made by this country, however.

Farley 
was born in Grassy Point, Rockland County, N. Y., in 1888, and at an 
age when he should have been counting bis marbles he was fascinated 
by the oratory, extolling the full dinner pail, that was a feature of the 
McKinley-Bryan campaign. So intrigued was be by politics that he 'was 
made a town committeeman in the Democratic Party, long before he 
made his first mark on a ballot. Farley's first elective office was that of 
Town Clerk of Stony Point, N. Y., from 1912 to 1919. Then in rapid 
succession be became Supervisor and Assemblyman, in the meantime 
climbing to eminence in the councils of the State Democratic Party, of 
which he was named chairman in 1930. His "ringcraft" in the recent 
campaign for Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt, which astounded many 
old warhorses of innumerable conventions, may have been a product of 
his experience as chairman of the State Boxing Commission; for politic* 
resembles boxing inasmuch as the main object is to get one's opponent 
where one wants him and then to hit hard and often.
